A bill, which geeks to settle con­ 
troversies between capital and la­ 
bor which arise out of disputes over 
wages, hours of labor and conditions 
of employment, was introduced in 
congress March 19 by Congressman 
John J. Bach of J.a Crosse. 
The 
bill contains tho recommendations. 
in the form of a law, of th e coal 
strike commission of 1902. 
There 
is no compulsion in the hill b u t it 
sef*ks to obtain sci Cements of labor 
troubles through publicity, and pro­ 
vides th at the president is empower­ 
ed to appoint a commission to con­ 
duct investigations and m ake rec­ 
om mendations as thos occasions arise. 
The bill, a copy of which was sent 
to a La Crosse friend of the congress­ 
man yesterday, is given in p art as 
follows: 
j 
To provide for the 
investigation 
■ of controversies affecting interstate 
.commerce, and for other purposes. 
Be it enacted by the senate and 
Chouse 
of 
representatives 
of 
the 
United States of America in congress 
assembled, th at whenever within any 
state or states, territory or territo r­ 
ies, or the District of Columbia a 
controversy concerning wages, hours 
of labor, or conditions of employ­ 
ment shall arise, by reason of which 
controversy the transportation of the 
United States mails, the operations, 
civil or military, of the government 
‘of the United States, or the free and 
regular 
movement 
of 
commerce 
among the several states and with 
foreign nations is. in the judgm ent 
of the president, interrupted or di­ 
rectly affected, or threatened with 


I being so interrupted or directly af­ 
fected. the president may, in his dis­ 
cretion, inquire into the same and 
! investigate the causes thereof, in ac­ 
c o rd a n c e with the provisions of this 
act. 
Section 2. 
That to this end the 
president may appoint a special com- 
; mission, not exceeding seven in n um ­ 
ber, of persons in his judgm ent spe­ 
cially qualified to conduct such an 
investigation. 
The commissioner of 
labor shall be ex-officio secretary of 
the commission, and shall keep and 
preserve the proceedings of all oom- 
| missions appointed under this act. 
Section 3. 
That such commission 
shall promptly organise, and. upon 
giving reasonable notice to the par­ 
ties to the controversy, shall, either 
at the seat of disturbance or else- 
i where, as it may deem expedient, 
‘proceed with all convenient dispatch 
to investigate the causes of such con­ 
tro v e rsy and the remedy therefor. 
Section 4. 
That the parties to the 
I controversy shall he entitled to he 
present in parson or by counsel dur­ 
ing the investigation and shall he 
I entitled to a hearing thereon, in ao- 
1 cordance with such rules of proced- 
i tire as the commission may adopt; 
i but nothing in this section contained 
shall be construed as entitling such 
parties to he present during the con­ 
sultations of the commission.

That for the purposes 
of this act the commission, or any 
one commissioner, shall have power 
to administer oaths and affirmations, 
to sign subpoenas, to require the tes­

Judson E. Harvey of Wilton Cen­ 
ter, foreman of the jury, a grocer 
said: “We obeyed the court'* instruc­ 
tions to disregard the high cost of 
living problem, the question of small 
profits to the packers

wealth. 
We decided the case solely 
upon the evidence.” 
“ I decided in accordance with my 
conscience and best judgment,” said 
Adam S. Clow’ o9 Plainfield, a farm­ 
er. 
“There certainly was a whole 
lot said about a few facts. But none 
of us could find that the defendants 
could be convicted 
on 
such evi­ 
dence.” 
“ There 
w’as no one thing 
upon 
which w’e hinged the verdict,” said 
Jacob Gleim 
of 
Ottaw’a, a baker. 
“We did not believe the packers had 
violated the law and that was all.” 
The e lectric effect of the verdict 
in clearing away the cloud of misun­ 
derstanding and the resulting preju­ 
dice was seen in the cordial good fel­ 
lowship -which was shown by the de­ 
fendants, ^the attorneys for the gov­ 
ernment and the defense, the jurors 
and Judge Carpenter when the form­ 
al order had been entered and the 
terrific tension 
of 
the long trial 
w’as ended. J. Ogden Armour met' 
United States District Attorney Jai. 
H. Wilkerson in the hall 
and 
the 
handshake w’ith w’hich they mutually 
agreed “th at there was no hard feel­ 
ing” disclosed how completely the 
verdict had cleared the air among 
the 
men 
closest to the situation 
which was presented in facts and fig­ 
ures to the patient jury. Both Bides 
had agreed that it was as intelligent 
a jury as could have been desired. 
The overwhelming mass of intricate 
figures and their 
relations to the 
cost of meat to the public had been 
given the closest study and the ver­ 
dict was accepted as a decisive vin­ 
dication of the business methods of 
the big Chicago packers. 
In general judgm ent has been sus­ 
pended among business men await­ 
ing the jury’s decision and the ac­ 
quittal lifted a great burden of de­ 
pression and foreboding 
not 
only 
from those of all men prominent in 
business in Chicago. 
James B. For­ 
gan, president of the First National 
bank said: “The verdict clears the 
skies of a cloud which has hung over 
the city's leading enterprises. The 
packing industry has so important a 
part in Chicago trade and its activi­ 
ties are so inter-related with other 
lines of business that Chicago as a 
whole will benefit from the vindica­ 
tion by the jury.” 
A statem ent issued by Louis F. 
Swift after the verdict w’as announc­ 
ed expressed regret that the public 
had not the same opportunity as the 
jury’ of learning the detailed facts of 
the packing business. “ Much inter­ 
esting evidence has been produced 
during the trial as to volume of 6ales 
and profits,” Mr. Swift said. “I want 
to emphasize the difference between 
percentage of profits on sales and 
j percentage of earnings 
on 
capital. 
The public’s interest lies in the pro­ 
fit made on sales, the amount charg­ 
ed, as one might say for service ren­ 
dered. 
“ In our case we made a profit 
during 1911 of less than 2H cents 
on each dollar of sales, a smaller 
profit than that realized by any oth­ 
er successful industry. 
“The people realize, I believe, the 
economic part of big business when 
no abuse is made of the bigness to 
do a public injury* through unrea­ 
sonable profits or the creation of a 
monopoly.”

T he urgent necessity of 
th is m ove w as so evident th a t th e 
m easu re passed both bouses of the 
leg islatu re by unanim ous vote.
